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County Bond Issue Proposal Includes 
B-W Parkway Interchange; 95 Overpass

Prince Georges County 
Executive Parris Glendening 
unveiled a $117 million bond 
issue proposal on March 19. 
If county voters in Novem¬ 
ber approve the bond offer¬ 
ing, the greatest portion of 
the money will be spent on 
29 road projects. The pro¬ 
posals, touted as the “larg¬ 
est ever issued by the coun¬ 
ty,” cover almost every area 
including Greenbelt, Bowie 
and Laurel. 

Glendening said a positive re¬ 
sponse by the electorate will per¬ 
mit the county “to stay ahead 
of problems resulting from the 
great surge of residential and 
commercial construction we are 
now experiencing. In designing 
the roads program we have put 
particular emphasis on serving 
new and future growth areas.” 

The road-building program in 
the county totals $157 million— 
$82 million financed by the 
county and another $75 million 
leveraged through a series of 
agreements with the State of 
Maryland and private develop¬ 
ers. 

“Added to the State and County 


road construction already under¬ 
way or programmed to begin 
shortly, this brings our roads 
program to more than $800 mil¬ 
lion,” observed Glendening, add¬ 
ing, “This will assure that Prince 
Georges County maintains its 
preeminent position in the Wash¬ 
ington metropolitan area in re¬ 
gard to the adequacy of highway 
transportation.” 

In East Greenbelt, Glendening 
targeted the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway for improvement. 
The longstanding problem in the 
north-eastern quadrant of the 
Parkway interchange across from 
Greenway Center is expected to 
be alleviated by relocating the 
ramps. Reconstruction of the 
Greenbelt Road overpass span¬ 
ning the Parkway is also included 
in the project. 

Over the past decade develop¬ 
ment in East Greenbelt has been 
booming. The city has tried to 
keep the lid on further develop¬ 
ment there until roads adequate 
to handle the increased traffic 
are in place. Thus Coakley and 
Williams, Inc., developers of 
Maryland Trade Center Park, 
were asked to sign covenants 
with the city in 1931 when they 
sought annexation, tying actual 
construction on their property to 


the completion of a supporting 
road system. 

Of major concern to council 
was the timetable for widening 
of Greenbelt Road with recon¬ 
struction of the Parkway over¬ 
pass and new exit ramps These 
concerns were compounded as 
plans for development of the Tid¬ 
ier and Smith-Ewing tracts be¬ 
came a reality and after the 
county executive's department 
revealed its intention to use 
special revenue bonds to help a 
developer construct Sunrise Vil¬ 
lage, a 478-unit apartment com¬ 
plex next to Goddard Space Vil¬ 
lage and the Beltway, 

An angry city council then be¬ 
gan a series of meetings with 
Glendening and his representa¬ 
tives to address the issue of 
county-city relations. Emphasis 
was on the city's desire (1) for 
a timetable for completion of 
planned road construction. (2) for 
the county to make funds avail¬ 
able for reconstruction of the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway 
overpass if federal funds were de¬ 
layed and (3) for the county to 
notify the city before offering 
special inducements to develop-

Proposed Changes In Council Election 
Procedures Discussed in Public Hearing

On Tuesday, March 25, the 
Greenbelt City Council held 
a public hearing on proposed 
changes to the city's election 
procedures. The proposals, 
made by Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld and citizens Steve Curtis 
and Keith Chernikoff, includ¬ 
ed changes to the election 
date, the council term, the 
registration system and the 
procedure for selecting the 
mayor, as well as a proposal 
to limit campaign spending. 

Universal Registration 

The proposal receiving the 
most citizen support was Curtis' 
proposal to introduce a universal 
regsitration system. 

Under the current dual regis¬ 
tration system, a resident must 
register separately with the city 
and the county. Under a univer¬ 
sal registration system, a city 
resident who registered with the 
county board of elections would 
be eligible to vote in all city, 
county, state and national elec¬ 
tions. 

Curtis called dual registration 
a “barrier” to full voter partici¬ 
pation, noting that such dual 
registration is allowed in only 
five states He rejected the argu¬ 
ment that dual registration in¬ 
cludes all those Who “really 
care” about the city, saying that 


in a democracy there is no rea¬ 
son to exclude people from vot¬ 
ing. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
said there were 10,977 city resi¬ 
dents registered with the county 
at the time of the 1085 city el¬ 
ection, and 3,222 people register¬ 
ed with the city. He said that 
from a candidates viewpoint this 
meant that, of every 10 people 
contacted using the city list, six 
would probably vote, while if the 
county lists were used only two 
of every 10 contacted would be 
likely to vote. 

No non-council members 
spoke in support of dual regis¬ 
tration, Six citizens spoke in 
favor of universal registration 
with several describing conver¬ 
sations wdth people unaware of 
the need to register twice 

Weidenfeld said the city adver¬ 
tises, in the News Review and 
in the newsletters of the various 
Greenbetl communities, that it is 
necessary to register separately 
with the city in order to vote in 
council elections. 

Bob Zugby had a different per¬ 
spective. Although voter regis¬ 
tration has not increased as the 
city has grown, he doubted that 
the problem was the result of 
any lack of opportunity to regis¬ 
ter to vote but rather that citi¬ 
zens outside the core of Green¬ 
belt do not “feel a part” of the 
city. 


City Clerk Gudrun Mills sug¬ 
gested maintaining the city voter 
lists, but allowing those on the 
county lists to vote if they can 
present proof of residence. 

None of the council members 
supported universal registration, 
although not all expressed defin¬ 
ite views Councilmember An¬ 
toinette M. Bram said universal 
registration causes a very large 
increase in election costs for a 
very small increase in total votes 
cast. She noted, however, that 
registration ends before the cam¬ 
paigns really get started and sug¬ 
gested that the books be kept 
open longer. Weidenfeld and 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
also opposed the proposal- 
Districts or At-Large 

Chernikoff suggested that the 
council structure be examined. 
Currently the five council mem¬ 
bers are elected “at-large” with 
all voters allowed to vote for five 
candidates. Chernikoff suggested 
using a mixture of at-large and 
district voting to obtain the best 
features of both systems, Eunice 
Coxon and Barry Schlessinger 
supported this proposal. Werner 
Neupert supported the concept 
although he felt now might not 
be the time to introduce it. 

Jose Morales favored district 
elections saying that if districts 
were chosen based on either pop-

Brochure Mentions Museum 

A recent letter in the News 
Review stated that support for a 
Greenbelt museum was not men¬ 
tioned in the bond issue referen¬ 
dum. 

I was a fairly new resident of 
the city at the time of the bond 
issue referendum, so I was very 
interested in it. There was a 
brochure entitled “Lookng to the 
Future” which was distributed 
to all residents. This brochure 
was about the bond issue refer¬ 
endum and what the money was 
to be used for. 

In the brochure under the head¬ 
ing “Public Building Improve¬ 
ments”, there were discussions 
about plans for the police station, 
youth center addition, public 
works building expansion, North 
End school, remodeling the muni¬ 
cipal building, and a city museum. 
The museum section read: 

City Museum 

“Greenbelt will celebrate its 
50th anniversary in 1987. A citi¬ 
zen committee already is plan¬ 
ning for this event. One of the 
committee’s objectives is to es¬ 
tablish a small museum to pre¬ 
serve memorabilia relating to the 
history of the city and its estab¬ 
lishment by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment as a model planned com¬ 
munity. A proposal being con¬ 
sidered is the purchase of a 
GHI duplex, with one unit being 
restored to the way a typical 
home looked when first occupied, 
and the other unit being used for 
displays and office space. 

“While the bond issue proposal 
authorizes funds to be expended 
for acquiring a museum building, 
other sources of funding for this 
project will be sought as well.”

Two Sides of the Question 

I welcome Steve Langone’s let¬ 
ter of response in the March 20 
News Review. It looks as if we 
planned it this way, but we didn’t. 
Nevertheless, it is a great way 
for all our citizens to see at 
least two sides of the question 
of a tax-exempt Senior Citizen 
Co-op Apartment Building on 
Parcel 12 in Greenbelt. 

1) I believe one hundred indi¬ 
viduals and couples living in such 
a building, and their families, 
many of whom will also be living 
in Greenbelt, will get much more 
happiness from such a situation 
than all Greenbelters would get 
from leaving the land as it is. 
The residents would be within 
waking distance of the shopping 
center, the library, the swimming 
pool, the recreation center, three 
churches and Greenbelt Lake. All 
of this would be without violating 
our green belt or bothering the 
rest of Greenbelt residents. 

2) Such a Co-op would not op¬ 
erate for profit, and would be 
nonprofit in that any increase in 
land value could not be taken 
from it. It could not be taken 
away by departing members. The 
increase in values will remain 
with the Co-op. They probably 
will increase immensely but will 
be used by the residents, their 
families and their friends. This 
will be a source of much satis¬ 
faction for all Greenbelters. 

3) I don’t think good judg¬ 
ment is limited to our Founding 
Fathers. Certainly today’s City 
Fathers and a big majority of 
today’s Greenbelt citizens can 
see the great value in taxfree use 
of this land in such a manner. 
Tax-exemption will reduce the 
housing cost, making the project 
feasible and permitting persons 
of lower income to live there. 

4) Green Ridge House has am¬ 
ply demonstrated the value of a 
senior citizen apartment building 
in Greenbelt not only to its res¬ 
idents but also to their families, 
friends and all other Greenbelt 
residents. It is setting a good ex¬ 
ample, at no cost to the city, 
county or state taxpayers. 

5) A for-profit developer of 
senior citizen housing would 
choose a more affluent commun¬ 
ity than Greenbelt for building 
senior citizen housing today. And 
the cost of such would be high. 
A nonprofit senior citizen hous¬ 
ing co-op has to result in below- 
market housing expenses in order 
to minimize the risks for the or 


lender. 

6) Our proposal is directed not 
to the financially well off, but to 
Greenbelters who now have a 
considerable equity in their own 
fee simple or cooperative home. 
If they were to sell their homes 
and switch their equity to the 
senior citizen co-op, their month¬ 
ly charges would be in the neigh¬ 
borhood of $300 each month. The 
larger the down payment the low¬ 
er the monthly payment. 

This certainly would be better 
for Greenbelt than if they sold 
out and took their expertise and 
equity to Florida. Even if they 
moved to the Charlestowne North 
Apartments, their equity probab¬ 
ly would be invested outside of 
Greenbelt Then they might even 
be tempted to buy part of the 
Brooklyn Bridge.

ulation or county registration 
lists, there would be two council 
members from Springhill Lake 
versus none now. 

Giese said that in the 1985 el¬ 
ection there were eight canui-i 
dates, four fro mthe same elec¬ 
tion precinct, so that if there 
were five districts at least 
three more candidates would be 
needed. While he said it was pos¬ 
sible that district elections may 
bring out more candidates, Giese 
said that in other municipalities 
with distrct elections, there is 
“more often than not’ one candi¬ 
date per district. Morales said 
election by district would attract 
other candidates. 

Zugby said districts may be 
needed later as the city grows, 
but not now. Weidenfeld also 
supported the at-large system. 

If district eleeetions are to be 
used, the city must decide how 
to establish the districts. Ac¬ 
cording to Giese, they must be 
representative of population and 
can be based either on census 
population counts or on voter reg¬ 
istration lists. Giese said dist¬ 
ricts based on population, county 
registration lists and Greenbelt 
registration lists would differ 
markedly. 

Four-Year Council Term 

Weidenfeld proposed lengthen¬ 
ing the councl's term to four 
years to allow continuity in deal¬ 
ing wdtih long-term issues and to 
decrease the time lost to cam¬ 
paigning. There would be no 
significant difference in what 
council did or in accountability, 
he said, since in recent years all 
elected council members have 
served at least four years. 

Public opinion, at least among 
those expressing an opinion, was 
just about as evenly divided on 
this issue. Coxon, Schlesinger, 
Ohemikoff and Neupert opposed 
lengthening the term. The main 
reason *giveen for opposition was 
that the shorter term keeps 
council more responsive to the 
public. 

Zugby favored a four-year term 
if the terms are staggered, while 
Morales said the term should be 
lengthened since council doesn't 
“get anything done” in two 
years. 

Campaign Spending Limits 

Curtis proposed a limit on to¬ 
tal campaign spending in order 
to prevent anyone from buying 
an election and to focus the cam¬ 
paign on issues rather than ad¬ 
vertising, He said a spending 
limit would not hurt challeng¬ 
ers land that the current system 
favors incumbents. 

Zugby, Putens and Isaacs dis¬ 
puted this contention, saying 
that a limit would hurt newcom¬ 
ers. 

Jim Cassels suggested a low 
limit, with $1,000 as a possible 
level. He said this would con¬ 
centrate the campaign on the is¬ 
sues. 

Schlesinger, Gherniffof, Neu¬ 
pert and Mayor pro tern Thomas 
White favored increased disclo¬ 
sure rather than a spending lim¬ 
it. White srggested that in addi¬ 
tion to the current requirement

to report all contributions over 
$25, total contributions should be 
reported and a post-election ac¬ 
counting of expenditures require- 
ed. 

Schlesinger suggested that the 
campaign disclosure deadline be 
advanced by four days to allow 
time for review and reporting of 
the disclosure reports. 

Giese requested that the city 
staff “not be put in the postion 
of” enforcing campaign spending 
limits. 

Selection of Mayor 

Weidenfeld proposed an advis¬ 
ory referendum to guide council 
in choosing the mayor. This 
would replace the current system 
whereby council traditionally has 
selected the top vote-getter as 
miayor. 

Several citizens spoke against 
this proposal, saying they saw 
no benefit to justify complicat- 
ng the ballot. Weidenfeld was the 
only person to speak in favor of 
the proposal. 

Election Date 

Weidenfeld proposed changing 
the election date to the first 
Tuesday in November to allow 
enough time to campaign in all 
areas of the growing cty. 

Schlesinger supported the 
change, noting that with the 
current date, registration ends in 
August when many people are 
out of town or busy with other 
things Putens and Isaacs also 
supported the change. 

White disagreed. He claimed 
that changing the date would 
reduce what council could ac¬ 
complish, since Thanksgiving 
and Christmas closely follow the 
proposed date. Coxon and Zug¬ 
by also opposed the change. 

Council Pay 

Ohemikoff proposed taking the 
issue of council's pay “out of 
council's hands where it shouldn't 
be” ‘and determining council pay 
either through use of an inde¬ 
pendent pay commission or by 
placing proposed increases on 
the ballot. 

No non-council members com¬ 
mented on the proposal. Weiden¬ 
feld said he wanted to consider 
the idea further but he believed 
that salaries are unreasonably 
low. White noted that Laurel 
voters recently rejected a council 
pay increase. 

The proposed election changes 
will be on the agenda for the 
April 7 regular meeting of city 
council. White said council has 
more pressing business to attend 
to, and that changes, if any, 
should be considered by a char¬ 
ter review commission.

Bill to Establish Local Bus 
System Passes House 

The House of Delegates passed 
and referred to the Senate a bill 
by Del. Joan Pitkin (D-PG) that 
would allow for expansion of 
Montgomery County’s Ride-On 
bus system and establish a simi¬ 
lar one in Prince Georges County. 
State aid would be available for 
the first time to these county- 
owned and operated bus systems. 

If the General Assembly does 
not act in this legislative session 
the current law that provides for 
State aid for these local bus 
systems will end on July 1, 1986. 

Del. Pitkin noted, “It is ironic 
that the much needed funds have 
already been authorized by the 
State for a Ride-On type service 
in Prince Georges County. These 
funds are not being used because 
the county has not yet estab¬ 
lished a bus system. The county 
is, however, in the process of 
evaluating a study of just such 
an intra-county bus service. Em¬ 
ployment Centers have moved to 
Prince Georges County and with 
the change in commuting pat¬ 
terns the future is upon us.”

Planning Board onGreenbrookPlan

At its March 24 meeting, 
the city council unanimously 
approved a motion to send a 
letter requesting the Prince 
Georges County Planning 
Board to defer their consid¬ 
eration of the Greenbrook 
site plan for two weeks, to 
give council time to make a 
recommendation on the 
stormwater management fa¬ 
cility. 

The planning board must find 
that the storm water manage¬ 
ment retention basin is either a 
visual amenity or a suitable ac¬ 
tive or passive recreation area 
as a condition of site plan ap¬ 
proval, according to the city 
manager’s written agenda com¬ 
ments for the March 24 regular 
council meeting. The comments 
noted that the condition was set 
when the county planning board 
accpeted the dedication of land to 
be used in part for the storm wa¬ 
ter retention facility. 

Attorney Richard Reed, speak¬ 
ing on behalf of the developers, 
asked the council if the amenity 
question could be addressed sep¬ 
arately, “We’re just anxious to 
try and separate the issues,” Reed 
said. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld explain¬ 
ed that the council had just re¬ 
cently received the plans for the 
stormwater management reten¬ 
tion facility and that couneilmem- 
bers need time to review the 
plans. The council would be ask¬ 
ing the planning board to defer 
the topic for two weeks because 
of the delays caused to the city 
by the Washngton Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission, which did not 
get the plans to the city on time, 
he said. 

City Manager James Giese said 
that indications received by the 
city staff were that the planning 
board would be unwilling to de¬ 
fer the matter, and that it might 
be helpful to have a council mem¬ 
ber at the meeting on March 27. 
Weidenfeld agreed to attend the 
meeting 

A Horticultural Specialist? 

In other action, council agreed 
/to refer to staff the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) report 3-86, recommend¬ 
ing the employment of one person 
fully qualified in the field of hor¬ 
ticulture. 

In the staff comments porvided 
to council, Giese said that he and 
the public works director have 
been assessing needs and are 
presently recruiting for a person 
wth training and experience in 
horticulture- He expressed doubt 
that one person could be employ¬ 
ed who is “fully qualified in the 
field of horticulture,” 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram asked for ciarfiication of 
that comment. In reply. Giese said 
that horticulture is a very broad 
field and that it might be difficult 
to get someone fully qualified in 
all of its disciplines. 

Giese also stated in the staff 
comments that the existing parks 
crew has performed very well 
during the past year and noted 
that the voters in the last elec¬ 
tion survey gave one of the high¬ 
est ratings to the city’s mainte¬ 
nance of flower beds. 

Council member Thomas White 
noted that the survey was con¬ 
ducted ten months ago and sug¬ 
gested that the survey results be 
made available to the public as 
soon as possible. 


Council Procedures 

Under new business, a resolu¬ 
tion was introduced for a first 
reading which would change pro¬ 
cedures at council meetings so 
that ordinances and resolutions 
would be considered first, then 
other matters of interest to the 
public, with the matters of most 
interest considered first 

The resolution also would pro¬ 
vide for some routine items to 
be put on a consent agenda which 
would be considered together to 
expedite proceedings Any coun¬ 
cil member would be able to re¬ 
move an item from the consent 
agenda for separate considera¬ 
tion. 

The council also voted three to 
two to table a motion by Council 
member Joseph Isaacs to provde 
sidewalk repairs at the Roosevelt 
Center within 90 days. “What are 
we waiting for? . . , This is not 
merely a matter of aesthetics. It 
is a public safety concern,” said 
Isaacs. 

While the council has consid¬ 
ered sidewalks to be first pri¬ 
ority, replied Bram. “If you 
piecemeal it, you’ll get more of 
what’s there now.” 

Putens added that no member 
of council has been against the 
sidewalk repair, and thait it is 
not a new issue. He moved to 
table the motion so that it could 
be addressed by citizens groups 
at the next council meeting, with 
copies of Isaac’s comments pro¬ 
vided. 

Bond Market Concerns 

At the suggestion of Bram, 
council discussed briefly the sta¬ 
tus of municipal bonds and the 
impacts of recent Congressional 
actions on the citiy. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
said that he heard on the radio 
that a provision in a Senate bill 
that would have taxed municipal 
bonds was defeated. He said that 
the only remaining worry was 
the Rostenkowski bill to limit 
bonds, which would substantially 
reduce the amount of industrial 
revenue bonds for a given area. 
According to Manzi, this bill if 
enacted would hurt Prince 
Georges County and indirectly 
affect the city by limiting eco¬ 
nomic development. It would also 
severely restrict the types of 
projects for which the city could 
use its bond revenues. 

Giese said that while the fed¬ 
eral bills being proposed are cur¬ 
rently disrupting bond programs, 
he did not think this would af¬ 
fect the city bond issue. He aso 
thought at some point in the fu¬ 
ture a window may open to issue 
bonds without whatever restric¬ 
tions come out of the current 
proposals. 

Tillie Frank 

Council agreed to schedule a 
work session to evaluate a staff 
memo on the impact of the state’s 
so-called Tillie Frank legislation. 
Staff comments to council noted 
that the Tillie Frank case was 
a lawsuit which resulted in the 
Maryland Court of Appeals void-

ing a municipal regulation that 
conflicted with a county regula¬ 
tion. The comments stated that 
the Maryland Legislature later 
amended the section of the code 
to allow municipalities to exempt 
themselves from the provisions 
of county legislation, within cer¬ 
tain limitations. 

Council directed that the staff 
memo be provded to the Prince 
Georges Municipal Association 
(PGMA). which had requested 
municipalities to revieiw the 
county regulations and determine 
in which areas the city intends to 
exempt itself from county pro¬ 
visions. City staff had also rec¬ 
ommended that the city solicitor 
review the city code and recom¬ 
mend changes. 

Other Actions ’ 

Council unanimously approved 
the appointment of Barbara 
Hoelk as a nonvoting member of 
PRAB. Hoelk is moving from the 
city and must resign as a votng 
member. 

Council accepted, for future 
consideration, a PRAB report 
which recommends that the city 
enter into an agreement with 
Springhill Lake apartment man¬ 
agement. Under the proposal, 
Springhill Lake would donate 
$5,000 to the city each year to be 
used for the operaton of Spring- 
hill Lake Recreation Center, in 
return for automatic club mem¬ 
bership in the Recreation De¬ 
partment to all residents of 
Springhill Lake with a photo 
I.D .pool pass.

North End School Usage, 
Cost Debated at Council 

by Sid Kastner 

The question of where, in the city's list of priorities, 
the North End School should come promises to be a contin¬ 
uing issue for some time. This was evident as the subject 
was a major topic of debate at the regular city council meet¬ 
ing on March 24, Proponents, neutralists and opponents of 
the school's rehabilitation again brought forth their argu¬ 
ments, some heard before but some new points also being 
made. Among the latter was a possibility that a senior citi¬ 
zen’s center at the school might pull in a matching grant 
from the county and/or state. 
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Two major road projects in Greenbelt have been targeted 
by Prince Georges County Executive Parris Glendening, as 
indicated by the heavy dashed lines in the above map. Fund¬ 
ing for the projects would come from a $117 million bond 
issue proposed by Glendening (see article). 


The discusson was triggered by 
a formal motion by Mayor pro 
tern Thomas White, to hold a 
public hearng during April “on 
priorities and preferences for the 
various projects" contemplated 
by the city . 

In response to White’s motion. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld noted that 
councli recently voted to obtain 
information on those projects as 
a first step, so that he could not 
support the motion. Council- 
member Edward Putens asked 
City Manager James Giese what 
tthe present status of this infor¬ 
mation-collecting process was. 
Giese estimated that it would 
take at least six months to have 
some comparisons of North End 
school renovation agains tthe oth¬ 
er proposed projects. 

White continued that he was 
concerned about this “open-ended” 
time frame, saying “I'm not too 
confident that council or staff will 
pursue these things,” and that 
present council and staff prefer¬ 
ences appear to be the police sta¬ 
tion, public works building, youth 
center and municipal Ibuikiing 
renovation with the school not in¬ 
cluded, “so I think the staff in¬ 
put should be balanced by citizen 
input . . . so the citizens can 
provide their responses to the 
council and staff recommenda¬ 
tion.” Weidenfeld tool: issue with 
the coupling of council with staff, 
stating “the staff's recommenda- 
ton on budget is not the council's 
recommendation.” 

Resident Ann Pisano took the 
floor to speak in support of utili¬ 
zation of the school. She told 
council “I believe you said that 
after the bond referendum you 
would have a priority list and I 
think the citizens should partici¬ 
pate in that list.” Weidenfeld 
replied that he agreed “but we 
don't yet have information on 
costs, where a senior citizens' 
center should be—we have to 
have a realistic estimate.” 

Pisano continued that “some 
of those questions (in the infor¬ 
mational process will take up to 
two years according to Mr. Giese, 
and we're not going to have much 
money left after the police sta¬ 
tion (but) $250,000 has already 
been allocated to the school, with 
$120,000 more coming from the 
five-cent tax appropriation; then 
about $200,000 more could come 
from the (county) Department of 
Aging. I've spoken to many 
people, and they would very much 
like to have the senior citizens' 
center up there (at North End 
school).” 

In response to her contention 
that funds already slated for the 
school would be dissipated (“ooz¬ 
ing out”) in other projects. Wei¬ 
denfeld said “there's no money 
being spent at this moment” and 
reiterated that “nobody is argu¬ 
ing aganst any of these projects,” 

The discussion then was again 
taken up within the council it¬ 
self. Councilmember Joseph Is¬ 
aacs spoke for holding the public 
hearing so that citizens such as 
Pisano and others could make 
their views known. White again 
said that the manager had “laid 
out in his memorandum (to coun¬ 


cil) what were his priorities—so 
the citizens should have their op¬ 
portunity.” 

On the other hand Putens sta¬ 
ted “It was always my contention 
that the police station would 
cost about two million dollars 
(so) until I have the answers 
from satff as to costs I'm not go¬ 
ing to make my decisions.” 

C o u ncilmember Antoinette 
Bram said “I believe the police 
and safety should have priority 
over any others logically” and 
described the origin in India of 
the “white elephant” term—-ma¬ 
harajahs giving gifts of expen¬ 
sive-upkeep whte elephants to 
their enemies —suggesting this 
as an allegcry for the school . 
Staff Views 

Giese clarified his position with 
respect to the staff's priorities, 
which he described as being “es¬ 
sentially my prorities; I consider 
the new police station, public 
works building, youth center and 
municipal building renovations 
all as priorities, due to - bulging 
at the seams.” As to the North 
End school, it's not a case of fi¬ 
nancing but of determination of 
what to use it for. We don't 
have uses that would fill the very 
large space of the school — the 
senior citizens' center would fill 
only a small part. I don't see 
justification for renovating a 
building that we don't know how 
to use,” White responded that 
“there have been any number of 
proposals from citizens for use of 
the school, for example day care, 
arts and crafts, and many oth¬ 
ers.” 

Going back to the immediate 
issue of a public hearing chair¬ 
man Keith Chernikoff of the city's 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board called such a hearing “an 
essential part of the commitment 
that the city made to citizens so 
that they would have an oppor¬ 
tunity to shape the list of pri¬ 
orities.” 

Weidenfeld replied that “no¬ 
body's disagreeing with the idea 
of a public hearing — it's the 
timeliness of the hearing; in my 
view a delay of several months is 
necessary (so) we could have one 
public hearing with all the infor¬ 
mation and with rational ideas 
of what money is available.” 

After Isaacs again supported 
having the hearing and Bram a-

ers, such as revenue bonds, with¬ 
out the city's approval 

The cost of the Parkway over¬ 
pass and ramp improvements to¬ 
tals $3,960,000 plus $200,000 al¬ 
located by the State for design 
work. The county hopes to be 
reimbursed by the federal gov¬ 
ernment but the outcome is un¬ 
certain. 

The Parkway reconstruction 
program has been on hold for 
years. The delay has been due 
to Congressional inaction in pass¬ 
ing legislation that would keep 
the Parkway under Federal juris¬ 
diction rather than under Mary¬ 
land's control. Finally, in the last 
Congressional session this was 
accomplished. Three million dol¬ 
lars was also released for design 
work. Karen Johansen, press 
secretary for Congressman Steny 
Hoyer, said he views the Park¬ 
way as “top priority.” The next 
step will be obtaining Congres¬ 
sional approval for release of 
construction funds. 

Greenbelt Metro Roads 

Funds are also contained in 
the bond issue for the construc¬ 
tion of a 52-foot-wide roadway 
from the Greenbelt Metro Sta¬ 
tion on Cherrywood Lane, with a 
bridge spanning the Beltway to 
a junction with Kenilworth 
Avenue (Md. 201) approximate¬ 
ly 550 feet north of Ivy Lane. A 
traffic signal a/t Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue is also included. Some 
$5,400,000 will be allocated for 
the project of whch $2,352,000 
will come from Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation bonds 
which have already been sold and 


gain argued that “without the 
dollars we can't do it.” White in¬ 
troduced a differnet aspect of the 
subject. He noted that the North 
End school “is the only project 
I've heard about that has a possi¬ 
bility of getting outside funding” 
and asked Giese if funds could 
be obtained from the Department 
of Aging. When Giese replied 
in the affirmative that there did 
exist a grant for funds to set up 
senior centers in schools, White 
said he was getting concerned 
about “possible missed opportuni¬ 
ty” and that this feature had the 
potential of not eatng away at 
the bond proceeds. 

Putens agreed that this was a 
good point, and in reply to his 
questions city administrator as¬ 
sistant, Michatel McLaughlin, in¬ 
formed the council that such a 
matching grant could provide up 
to $200,000; however a city pro¬ 
posal would have to be a serious 
one, with a “follow through,” in 
order to be seriously considered 
and approved 

After the evenings' discussion, 
council finally came back to con¬ 
sidering the original motion by 
White to hold a public hearing. 
The motion failed on a vote of 
three to two, White and Isaacs 
being in the minority. 


the remaining $3,048,000 will be 
coming from the county. 

Accordinig ot Glendening, the 
bond issue will serve a secondary 
function by freeing $16 million 
now held as part of the Tax In¬ 
cremental Funding (TIF) Dis¬ 
tricts and earmarking it for edu¬ 
cation. Glendening earlier prom- 
sied to spend $40 million more 
this year for the school system, 
including the magnet school pro¬ 
grams designed to end a deseg¬ 
regation suit in the county. 

He explained, “By using a bond 
issue rather than TIF funds, we 
can accomplish all that we would 
have undertaken with TIF funds, 
but will be able to do so much 
sooner.” 

“TIF, which was established 
during the TRIM era when there 
was no other way of financing 
infrastructure improvements “can 
be used for any public purpose” 
said Tim Ayers, press secretary 
for Glendening. 

Other projects to be built with 
the bond proceeds include a new 
criminal court complxe in Upper 
Marlboro ($25 million), improve¬ 
ments to Fire Department fa¬ 
cilities ($4,590,000), planning for 
a northern regional health center 
($410,000) a new library for the 


Largo-Kettering area and ex¬ 
pansion of Laurel Library ($3..- 
575,000), and the purchase of new 
Metro buses ($1,500,000).

Md. Comptroller Explains 
Pension Exclusion Benefit 

According to Maryland State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein, 
many retirees in Prince Georges 
County have been asking about 
the treatment of Social Security 
benefits on the State return and 
how the treatment relates to 
Maryland’s unique pension exclu¬ 
sion benefit. 

“Social Security and Railroad 
Retirement benefits are not sub¬ 
ject to the Maryland Income 
Tax,” said Goldstein. “If you 
had to report any amount of So¬ 
cial Securiy or Railroad Retire¬ 
ment benefits as income on your 
federal return, you can continue 
to exempt those benefits from 
state tax on the state return 
in two easy steps. First, re¬ 
port the amount on line 21b of 
your federal return to line 38 of 
your Maryland return. Then sub¬ 
tract that amount on line 56. Both 
lines are clearly labeled for this 
purpose.” 

The comptroller added that 
Maryland’s unique pension exclu¬ 
sion continues to allow taxpay¬ 
ers who are 65 or older - or total¬ 
ly disabled - to excude up to 
$8,500 from their taxable income 
for 1985. “But Social Security 
recipients, in particular, should 
keep in mind that if they claim 
the pension exclusion, they must 
reduce the exclusion by any am¬ 
ount of Social Security or Rail- 
doad Retirement benefits they re¬ 
ceived in 1985 - not the amount 
they exempted from state tax, us¬ 
ing lines 38 and 56 on the Mary¬ 
land long Form 502.” he said. 

He added that Maryland’s 
pension exclusion appears at the 
bottom of the back of Maryland 
long Form 502, and it is fully ex¬ 
plained on page 19 of the state 
tax packet instructions. _
